Holiday hampers help families

Five years ago the community banded together to tiring 
Christmas hampers to a family in need - it was an act of 
kindness they won’t soon forget 

“We W'ere incredibly blessed. We realized we were not 
alone and that with God and neighbours, we could get 
through this,” said Linda Pogoda, a Carstairs resident. 

Thinking about the hampers that arrived over the holidays, 
still brings her to tears. 

Her pilot husband had been laid off from contract work 
with a new airline and the cheques he’d received from the 
company bounced. 

Money was already tight and with no income and mort¬ 
gage payments, they were left with nothing. 

“Things got bad really fast. My husband was told he was 
overqualified for jobs and couldn’t get E.I. because he 
worked on contract,” she said. 

“We didn’t know what to do.. .1 mean we had some food in 
the freezer and cans on the shelf but that was it.” 

It was also a month before Christmas and they had three 
children, aged one, three and five who were expecting food 
and gifts. 

That December, the Didsbury Christmas Helpers and resi¬ 
dents of Carstairs brought them hampers full of food, toi¬ 
letries and gifts to title them over for the holidays. 

"I can remember when we got our first hamper, they came 
to our door and my husband told them he wished he could 
say we didn’t need the hampers, but we did. At that point we 
were so low, it jast meant so much.” 

People would never have guessed her family was in dire 
straights by looking at them, she said. 

They had a nice home with cars on the driveway and yet 
there they were on the brink of losing it all. 

Pogoda doesn’t judge people who get the hampers now 
and she helps where she can. Each Boxing Day, she shops 


for toys and other items to fill hampers the following year. 

It’s stories like this that inspire the ladies running the 
Christmas Hel|>ers program in Didsbury. 

For 27 years, Linda Sirr and Linda Ragner have made it 
their mission to make sure the burden of Christmas is light¬ 
ened for destitute families. 

This year they will lie distributing approximately IK) ham¬ 
pers to Didsbury and area fantilies on December 23. There 
could lie more handl'd out if there are last-minute calls. 

“Tills is something truly close to my heart.. .1 feel like this 
Is what we were put on earth for, to help others,” Ragner 
said. 

The main requirement 1s that people have a Didsbury area 
code, although if the need is great enough program organiz¬ 
ers will branch out elsewhere. 

Since its inception, Christmas Helpers has become a com¬ 
munity affair. People top up the trailer with non-perishable 
food during Country Christmas, purchase gifts for children 
and wrap the hampers. 

“And the pi'ople who have received help in the past usual¬ 
ly turn around and help us back - like what Linda Pogoda 
has done,” said Sirr. 

“Tills is aliout Christmas spirit” 

The program Is still in need of donations. 

Money can be donated to the cause through the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church. Residents can also purchase 
a gift for an anonymous child. Angels on tret's at the post 
office, Mugs and The Bakery, list the age and sex of youth 
who need presents this year. 

Sirr and Ragner also welcome people to come forward 
with the names and contact information of people who’d like 
a hamper this holiday. Referrals can lie made to the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church at (403) 336-3629. 

“These hampers are important. That day when we got 
one. . .it meant more to us than any other year because we 
had support from our friends and people who didn’t even 
know us,” Pogoda said. 


One man is dead following a series of multi-vehicle colli¬ 
sions on the QEII north and south of the Carstairs overpass 
during last Friday's blast of winter. 

The infamous stretch of highway between Didsbury and 
Crossfield quickly tunit'd to sheer ice after heavy snowfall, 
melting snow and dropping teni|>eratun's combined to make 
treacherous road conditions. 

The collisious prompted the Carstairs Disaster Services 
Agency to set up a reception area at the Memorial Arena to 
shelter victims of the incident for several hours. 

Calls started flooding into 9-1-1 dispatchers at around 3 
p.m. when three separate multi-vehicle collisions were 
reported between the Acme overpass and Didsbury. Both 
sides of the highway were promptly shut down for more than 
five hours as crews cleaned up. Numbers for how many vehi¬ 
cles were involved in the collision to the south range between 
39 and 50 according to multiple emergency service sources. 
The collision to the north involved 20 vehicles. Numerous 
other individual collisions were reported along the same 
stretch. 

Airdrie RCMP say a 21-year-old male was killed after he 
exited his vehicle and was struck by a vehicle in an attempt 
to reach safety in the nearby ditch; he died instantly. Other 
people involved in the collisions were treated for minor 
injuries. 

The closure of the highway forced hundreds of commuters 
to seek an alternate route down Hwy. 2A, snarling traffic at 
the Carstairs traffic light, prompting Carstairs Volunteer Fire 
Department members to direct traffic. 

Carstairs fire chief Thane Schaffer said that the incident 
was likely the second-worst multi-vehicle collision he’d ever 
dealt with. 

Airdrie RCMPCpl. Darrin Turnbull emphasized that drivers 
need to be cautious and leave lots of room behind the vehicle 
in front on them during dangerous weather conditions. When 
asked if it’s best for drivers to exit their vehicles during a sim¬ 
ilar situation, he said it’s difficult to say. 

“In tliis situation there wore two boys who jumped out of 
the vehicle, one died and the other made it. Whether they 
made the correct decision or not, I don’t know, but everybody 
who stayed in their vehicles survived,” he says. “If your vehi¬ 
cle Ls in the middle of the highway and people are coming at 
you at highway speeds, it’s not g<xxl to be there either." 

At around 5:45 p.m., several bast's packed with victims 
from the incidents arrived at the Memorial Arena to the wel¬ 
coming arms of volunteers from the town’s disaster services 
committee. Victims were taken to the upstairs multi-use 
room where they were offered freshly cooked hotdogs, ham¬ 
burgers and soup. 

Disaster services co-ordinator Bob Krottner said 24 people 
were temporarily housed in the arena as they contacted 
friends and family to come and take them home. Some vic¬ 
tims, who could not get a ride home, were welcomed by vol¬ 
unteers to spend the night at their homes. 

Krottner says the incident Ls the exact type of scenario the 
committee has prepared for and is pleased with the quick 
response he got when volunteers were scrambled. 

“You put out about two calls and you have more volunteers 
than you need. The volunteer support here has always been 
just excellent. We put the call out and within 10 minutes we 
had about 10 people ready to go,” says Krottner. “It gov's over 
real well in Carstairs; people are fantastic." 

The reception centre was operational until about 8 p.m. 
that night Schaffer says that the incident highlighted how 
well multiple agencies and emergency services can work 
together during a crisis.

Postage stamp hobbyists are few

Two local collectors are 
hoping with a little push, 
this town will go postal. 

For the last 20 years, 
the Didsbury Stamp Club 
has been gathering at the 
library to barter postage 
stamps and swap stories 
but their numbers are 
dwindling. 

“It's becoming a dying 
hobby...people just don’t 
do it anymore. We want to 
revive it and show people 
how much fun this can 
be,” said Mark Fischer, 
founder of the club. 

Fischer was five years 
old when he went postal. 
Cereal companies used to 
place plastic-wrapped 
postage stamps in the box 
and he made a habit of 
collecting then). The 
hobby felt like treasure 
hunting for the young boy 
and 45 years later he 
remains hooked. 

“My best find was win¬ 
ning a sweepstakes in 
Boston, Massachusetts 
from a stamp dealer 1 was 
using. I sent in my entry 
and they put it in this 
large post office cart,” he 
said. 

“I never thought they'd 
pull my name out, but 
they did. I won a set of 16 
stamps that were worth 
$6,600 then. Thirty years 
later they are $13,000.” 

For the majority of peo¬ 
ple, stamps can range 
from 25 cents to a dollar 
but there can be the odd 


treasure worth hundreds 
or thousands of dollars. 

Fischer has thick vol¬ 
umes listing stamp values 
that he pulls out the hist 
Saturday of each month. 
If people bring in boxes 
of stamps, he’s more than 
happy to help them look 
up their collection’s 
worth. 

For Bill Szaroz, a col¬ 
lector for the last 70 
years, the value isn’t so 
much in the stamps - but 
in their stories. 

He recalls searching 
through a box of stamps 
and suddenly coming 
across a picturesque 
scene that looked vaguely 
familiar.

“It was my grandfa¬ 
ther’s mill in Hungry. It is 
now a heritage site,” he 
said. 

“When I saw that stamp 
1 remembered him telling 
me how to get the horses 
in the mill to turn the 
grinding wheels... 1 

ordered 10 right away 
because they were spe¬ 


cial." 

He also has several 
flight covers: envelopes 
that are missing a post¬ 
mark. They too have 
value in the stamp collec¬ 
tor world. 

“In 1931 or 1933, a 
famous early pilot, Wop 
May was bringing medical 
supplies and flight covers 
to the arctic. But just 
before they got to Peace 
River, Alberta the engine 
conked out,” Szaroz said. 

“They got it down but it 
took three days to fix and 
to spend the time, Wop 
May signed all the flight 
covers in the airplane. 
They are worth $25 each 
now.” 

Like Fischer, stamps 
enraptured Szaroz at a 
young age and he’d like to 
see other young people 
feel the same. 

“I used to do 45-minute 
classes on stamp collect¬ 
ing for kids and when I 
was done they would say, 
‘do we have to quit? Can 
we bring our 

parents?’...they had so 
much fun.” 

“But these days not too 
many kids are starting up. 
There are too many other 
things like e-mail, sport 
cards and all the rest.” 

The Stamp Club meets 
on the last Saturday of 
every month , excluding 
December, July and 
August and costs $2 to 
join. The money goes 
towards buying stamp 
catalogues for members 
to use.

Businesses open for 
Country Christmas still 
don’t know what to make 
of the sudden snowfall 
that wreaked havoc on 
local roadways Friday.

said. 

As she waited for 
crowds to pick up, Dahl 
quickly shovelled the 
walk from her store to 
White Raven to encour¬ 
age shoppers. Sure 
enough, within a couple 
of hours her store was 
near bursting with 
browsers. 

The snow gave outside 
revellers a holiday feel as 
they paraded from one 
boutique to the next, 
listening to carollers, 
sipping on apple cider 
and visiting reindeer. 

Town employees sand¬ 
ed the roads almost as 
soon as the snow 
stopped, so the horse and 
wagon could carry fami¬ 
lies through the lit 
streets. 

“1 think it went very 
well.

Council drops lagoon price

Town officials have 
slashed costs for lagoon 
upgrades by $9 million 
this month to woo gov¬ 
ernment funding authori¬ 
ties. 

For the last year, the 
province has denied grant 
requests from this com¬ 
munity to upgrade the 
lagoon system. On 
November 9, the town 
found out why. 

“The problem was the 
amount we were asking 
for (22 million), was a 
third of the province’s 
overall funding,” said 
Brittany Hutton, manager 
of planning and infra¬ 
structure. 

“We were told that if we 
revised our application ... 
we would have a better 
chance of getting fund¬ 
ing.” 

The original waste man¬ 
agement system in 2008 
was a three stage and $22 
million project that would 
transition the current 
lagoons into an aerated 
treatment facility. 

The new system would 
treat effluent with elec¬ 
tricity and allow for 20 
years of growth if the 
population continued to 
grow at 8.5 per cent. 

When government offi¬ 
cials ignored requests to 
fund the structure, town 


councillors began to look 
for alternative solutions, 
such as leasing a private 
mechanical plant. 

The plant would hold 
three times the effluent as 
lagoons and could clean 
wastewater in hours, 
rather than years. By part¬ 
nering with a private com¬ 
pany the town could also 
cut back on capital costs. 

But the original plan 
would release chemically 
treated grey water into 
the Rosebud River year 
round and Alberta 
Environment was con¬ 
cerned that aquatic life 
would be battered. The 
government branch 
agreed to consider the 
system if the town com¬ 
bined the existing 
lagoons with the plant 
technology and release 
treated water only twice a 
year. 

At a roundtable in early 
November, Alberta 

Environment and Alberta 
Transportation nixed 
their own suggestion. 

The code of practice 
changed since September 
and only allows for one 
release annually. 

If the town wanted to 
use technology that 
would exceed the limit it 
would mean upfront engi¬ 
neering, consultation and 
open houses to prove the 
system will work. And at 
the end of the day there is 
no guarantee the govera-

ment will even approve 
new treatment methods. 

The funding authorities 
suggested the town stick 
with standard lagoons if it 
wants the government to 
invest in the project. 

“We will continue to 
look at other treatment 
options. We won’t stop 
here, but in order to get 
up in the queue for fund¬ 
ing, we had to update our 
application,” Hutton said. 

Last Monday council 
voted on new costs for 
lagoon upgrades. 

Councillor Bob Davidson 
was the only member to 


oppose the changes. 

Town council agreed to 
fix the upper storage 
lagoon so it holds more 
than its present 70 to 80 
per cent capacity. The 
cost will be $13 million 
and will provide for 10 
years of growth or 6,366 
people by 2020. 

“I don’t disagree with 
us going for the money, 
but I am concerned about 
locking us into a choice 
to get this funding. 
Wouldn’t it be ironic if 
there was an alternative 
that was cheaper than 13 
million?”

Children need 
society-wide support

Every year Albertans and other 
**' jf Canadians mark out certain days, 
weeks or months to raise awareness 
of social issues and concerns. For 
example, there is World Health Day, 
Farm SalVn Week, Seniors Month 
and so on. 

In every case, the public is encour¬ 
aged to become better informed and to do more to pro¬ 
mote the health and well-being of their respective com¬ 
munities through increase awareness and understand¬ 
ing. 

And while recognizing and supporting till the respec¬ 
tive days, weeks and months is important and worth¬ 
while, the run-up to the Christmas and holiday season 
sees the focus centred on the most important and vul¬ 
nerable members of society: Canadian children. 

Canada’s Federal Ombudsman for Victims of Crime, 
Steve Sullivan, recently marked National Child Day as 
part of National Family Violence Prevention Month by 
urging the federal government to provide stronger sup¬ 
port for child victims. 

“National Child Day reminds us of our duty to protect, 
care for and respect our children,” said Sullivan. "There 
are hundreds of dedicated people who work every day 
to help improve children’s lives, including child victims. 

“In talking with these incredible people, I have learned 
a lot about the unique trauma child victims suffer and 
about the difference that child-friendly services can 
make in helping these children heal.” 

This year marks the 20th anniversary of the UN 
Convention on the Rights of the Child, an international 
agreement that spells out the basic human rights for 
each and every child, including the right to survival, to 
dev elop to the fullest, and to be protected from harmful 
influences, abuse and exploitation. 

And yet in 2009 far too many cases Canadian children, 
including some in West Central Alberta, are still being 
denied the protection and rights they are guaranteed 
under the UN convention - and that is black mark on 
Canada. 

One of the most troubling areas of abuse that has aris¬ 
en in recent years is internet pornography involving chil¬ 
dren. 

The Federal Ombudsman for Victims of Crime recent¬ 
ly released a new in-depth report, titled ‘Every Image, 
Every Child’, that looked into the issue of internet-facil¬ 
itated child sexual abuse. 

The report makes a number of recommendations, 
including that MPs work more closely with their provin¬ 
cial and municipal counterparts to develop strategies to 
expand child support networks, such as the formation 
of so-called Child Advocacy Centres (CAC). 

“The best safety net we can offer an abused child is a 
co-ordinated, multi-disciplined response that puts their 
needs first,” said Sullivan. “CACs are proven to work. 
We know that these centres result in more charges laid, 
better quality of evidence, more guilty pleas and higher 
convictions rates with more appropriate sentences. 

“More importantly, we know they help children and 
their families heal. We need to ensure that children from 
coast to coast receive the treatment they need to recov¬ 
er from abuse.” 

In addition to his recommendations, Sullivan has 
asked the federal government to set aside five million 
dollars to help communities establish CACs. That would 
be money well spent and MPs of all parties should work 
together to ensure the cash is made available.

Giving back to the community 


I grow up just outside 
of town on the family 
farm while 1 went to 
school in Didsbury. 

A philosophy that I 
have adopted from my 
dad - a member of the 
Olds Fire Department - is 
that if you take from the 
community, you should 
always give hack. 

I felt the best way to 
accomplish this was to 
join the Didsbury Fire 
Department and in early 
spring of 2008 I became a 
member. 

At one of our weekly 
training nights, it was 
brought to our attention 
that beyond family and 
friends, very few people 
know and understand 
what we do for the com¬ 
munity. 

We go above and 
beyond fighting fires. 
Each year we monitor 
routes and distribute 
water for the Terry Fox 
Run. We hand out tro¬ 
phies to kids at the mut¬ 
ton bustin’ event at the 
Didsbury Fair and Rodeo, 
raise money for cancer 
research and show kids 
the trucks. 

We had our fire preven¬ 


tion week in late October 
and an elderly person 
approached one of our 
firefighters. She seemed 
angry when she asked 
how much we got paid for

waking her up at 2 a.m. 

She seemed a little 
caught off guard when 
the firefighter answered, 
“I’m sorry but we don’t 
get anything for it, we’re 
strictly volunteer. When 
the lights and sirens 
wake you up, we were 
woken up five minutes 
before you, responding 
from our own houses.” 

She nearly broke down 
into tears and began to 


thank him for everything 
that we’ve done. 

When people think of 
firefighters, they think 
houses on fire and us 
coming to put it out. This 
is now just the tip of the 
iceberg as we respond to 
a variety of calls. With 
our expertise we can pro¬ 
vide assistance to ambu¬ 
lances, vehicle extrica¬ 
tion if needed and as 
always take care of 
everything from kittens 
stuck in trees to grass 
fires. 

By writing this article, I 
hope to bring a month’s 
worth of events and 
information to the public 
and increase awareness. 
Thankfully the month of 
November has been a 
quiet one. We have 
responded to a variety of 
calls tallying only 14 in 
total with one severe 
motor vehicle collision 
on the QEII. Compared to 
a busy month, the num¬ 
ber of calls could reach 
up to a few a day, keeping 
us very busy.

Seasonal flu shots 
offered again 

Pharmacists’ involvement vague

Residents looking to arm themselves 
against seasonal influenza will lx- able to 
access the vaccine this week. 

List Thursday, Alberta health officials 
announced that clinics would revive the sea- 
sonal flu program beginning Monday. 

The campaign has been put on hold since 
October when the province received its first 
shipment of MINI vaccine and lint's became 
inundated with people. 

“There were some regions that had to put 
the seasonal program on hold so we could 
put all hands on deck at the mass clinics for 
MINI - it was our top priority," said I>r. 
Andre Corriveau, alberta’s chief medical offi¬ 
cer of health. 

But with high-risk groups now largely 
immunized and minimal wait times, clinics 
will once again offer the shots for three main 
strains of seasonal viruses. Officials say the 
shot should protect against 70 per cent of 
cast's and reduce symptoms of the flu. 

“It’s important for people gel both 
shots.. we could see seasonal flu viruses re- 
emerge in the winter or early spring,” 
Corriveau said. 

“Basically like a little bully 111N1 has 
pushed all the other viruses to the side...so 
they didn't have a chance to spread. That 
could change when people are no longer 
susceptible to H1N1.” 

The vaccine and the MINI inoculation will 
lx* offered in mass clinics and select physi¬ 
cian offices. There hasn’t yet been any 
uptake from doctors in Didsbury. 

For the first time, Alberta pharmacists 
could also help the province deliver the free 
vaccine txit talks are still underway as to 
when that will happen. 

Dale Cooney, registrar for the Alberta 
College of Pharmacists, said the institution 
-lias been providing certification to pharma¬ 
cists since the Alberta government changed 
legislation last year to allow pharmacists to 
administer injections. 

Five hundred pharmacists art' (nullified to 


give 11 INI and seasonal immunizations in 
Alberta and two weeks ago they received an 
official call to aid the province. 

Although there are still questions aboul 
when pharmacists will open clinics, how the 
vaccine will he shipped to stores and what 
procedures and policies will he followed. 

Margaret Baril, pharmacist and owner of 
Didsbury Phamiasave, has been seeking 
answers about the vaccination roll out since 
the province first suggested vials would be 
ship|>ed to drugstores. 

Last August, she was told certified phar¬ 
macists would help administer shots in 
October but Baril received little detail about 
how that was supposed to happen. 

Nevertheless, she expected the govern¬ 
ment would send vaccine stix - k to her store 
by October and ordered less than half of her 
usual supply. Baril usually brings in 150 vials 
annually to sell for $20 a shot. 

“1 don’t usually get a huge amount and 1 am 
not sure if I’ll be compensated, but I put my 
neck out because I didn’t want to have noth¬ 
ing," she said then. 

The shipment never arrived. The province 
switched mid-stride to MINI arid did not 
bring pharmacists on board. 

Between 40 and 50 people have paid to use 
her backup supply since early October. 

“Before I stall advertising a clinic this 
time, I want to know when we will get a ship¬ 
ment, how much we will get and how long 
it’s gcxxl for,” Baril said. 

“Information so far has been unclear." 

Baril is looking forward to being able to 
offer the free vaccine to clientele this 
December. People have lx-en coming into 
her pharmacy looking for the shot. 

“Clinics can be busy, so this Is an good 
alternative.” 

Pharmacists will be receiving almost $11 
per injection from the government for the 
seasonal or H1N1 shot. The money will 
cover time spent ;uid equipment used during 
clinics. 

So far 50,000 Albertans have received vac¬ 
cinations each day aid a total of $850,000 
are immunized against the pandemic flu. 
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Olympic hopeful close 
to spot in games

Carstairs Nordic combined skier Sean 
Van Es is one point away from qualify¬ 
ing for the 2010 Vancouver Olympic 
Games, but getting that one point is 
harder than one would expect. 

Sean, who has had a passion for the 
sport since he was Id years old, hits 
spent most of the past year on the road 
at various international competitions 
trying to gain that point in order to ful¬ 
fill his dream of competing in the 
Olympics. 

Last week he took off to Park City, 
Utah for one of at least two more 
chances he has left to gain that one 
point before the games. 

Sean’s father, John, says his son has 
been practising non-stop for the past 
year and is confident moving forward. 

"He’s pretty determined as to what 
he’s doing. He’s been training exception¬ 
ally hard these last couple of months, so 
we’re hoping that he gets the point,” he 
says. 

If Sean misses the point at the Park 
City Continental Cup on Dec. 14, he’ll 
have a second chance at Lake Placid, 
New York on Dec. 19 - 20. 

Nordic Combined consists of competi¬ 
tors vying for the best time in ski jump¬ 
ing and cross-country skiing. In order to 
place in the Olympics, participants must 
place in the top 60 of World Cup ath¬ 
letes. Competitors are placed according 
to scores they have accumulated al mul¬ 
tiple events over the past year and a 
half. In Sean’s case, he now needs one 
more continental cup point in order to 
qualify, but getting that point means he 
needs to place in the top 30 at one of the 
next two events. 

His father says he came close earlier 
this year when he placed .31 at a compe¬ 
tition, missing that point by two one- 
hundredths of a second. 

Should Sean qualify for the games, he 
and his teammates on the Calgary Altius 
Nordic Ski Club would be part of the 
first Canadian Nordic combined team 
ever to compete in the winter games. If 


the team doesn’t qualify, Sean could still 
qualify individually if he places in the 
top 55 individual standings in the world, 
but his father says his best chance is to 
go in as a team. 

Prospects are so good for the team 
says John, that Sean and the team 
recently completed an orientation with 
representatives from the Canadian 
Olympic Committee in Calgary. The ori¬ 
entation consisted of fitting the athletes 
for clothing, making travel arrange¬ 
ments, and discussing what to expect if 
the team moves on. 

To better the team’s chances at mov¬ 
ing on, the team has acquired another 
coach: Scott Johnstone, a former Nordic- 
combined skier for the IJ.S. in the 1980s. 

John says that the last year has been 
an exhausting experience for Sean, who 
missed out on a chance to head to 
Europe this past summer for training 
due to a shortfall in finances. In its 
place, he spent time training in 
Canmore and at Canada Olympic Park 
in Calgary. 

“It been a tough road for him, and yes, 
I’m very proud. I have to contain myself 
because I know that if he does get the 
point I'm going to be ecstatic because 
he’ll be going to the Olympics and that 
will be his dream.” 

Sean's run up to this year’s Olympics 
will also have a dramatic impact on 
what happens al the next winter games. 

“How he does getting to this one 
determines weather or not he goes for 
2014, but I have a sneaking suspicion 
he’ll go for 2014.” 

John says that he and his wife Cheryl 
are feeling confident that their son will 
make it to Vancouver, and already have 
tickets to the games to go and watch. 

John says that hope can only go so far, 
due to the high cost involved with the 
sport. The team is almost entirely fund¬ 
ed out of the pockets of team members 
and parents. As a result, the team is also 
looking for donations and sponsors to 
help the team along. Anyone interested
